Just wanted to send you a quick note about item 3 on today's B&F Committee meeting regarding TOT on Short

I represent Keep Neighborhoods First, a coalition of community stakeholders who are concerned about the 

impacts Short Term Rentals have on rent controlled housing stock, quality of life for residential communities 
and hotel jobs. * 

As you know, PLUM will likely be hearing a motion soon regarding overarching regulations for STRs in Los 
Angeles. We are looking forward to this collaborative process in creating an enforceable framework that allows 
true home sharing, but guards against the above risks. 


We have strong concerns about moving forward with the TOT item at today's budget hearing. We believe 
charging TOT on units that are illegal is putting the cart before the horse and that this item should be on hold 
until the City determines when/what/how to enforce against illegal units.

I. Exacerbating the Housing Shortage 

a - More Profit as STRs : AirBnB, HomeAway, VRBO and other platforms 
create incentives for landlords to take units off the rental market. They could earn 
significantly more money by converting traditional rental stock into STR units. 

i. AirBnB density overlaps with 
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communities with high median rents and low vacancies. This squeezes 
the rental market even tighter. 

b. Staggering Figures : 

i. The 7,316 units taken off the rental 
market by AirBnB is equivalent to seven years of affordable housing 
construction in LA. 

ii. In Venice, approximately 12.5 
percent of ALL housing units have become STR, all without public 
approval 

c. RSO Abuses. Rogue Ho tpls and Bad Actors: 

i. RSO units are being illegally 
converted into more profitable STRs. 

1 . STR model allows owners to sidestep tenant protections, 
bars on evictions, and limited rent increases built into RSO 

ii. Venice, Echo Park, Hollywood and 
other popular destination communities are seeing whole homes and entire 
apartment buildings bought up and stockpiled by commercial investors 
who want a piece of the action.
